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Following the campaign for recruiting new members, considerable success 
had been achieved. In spite of careful selective processes, the organ- 
ization acquired several hundred members. Political sentiments of nec 
menberg were not taken into consideration excepting for sentiments deened 
anti-patriotic in a broad senses fach member inay express his political - 
‘views but may not interpose these views in opposition to policy decisions 

_ of the organization. For example, during the plebiscite Captain Tsichiis: 
and Major Kranias insisted that IDEA should declare itself in favor of. ths 


monarchy in order to influ 


ence its membership in that direction. This >ro= 


posal was categorically rejected ‘by the governing council which ineluded 
several very Royalist officers. When Tsichlis and Kranias refused, thoy :

set up a separate group known as "Ethniki 


Exormisis" (National Campaign ) which was soon abandoned when IDEA refused 


to cooperate with it. 


The membership of IDEA is 


organized into groups called Bonds ("deamos" te 


The higher goveriing council, located in Athens, is called the Governine 
Bond and consists of approximately 5 to 7 members and a Small staff. ‘Whe 

- next lower cchelon is the Guard Bond found in every large headquarters unit. 
Finally there are Bonds found in smaller army units which maintain direct 
liaison with the Guard Bonds. 


To date, there have been very few occasions on which the organization hag 
displayed its strength. one of these occurred during the days when the 
Plastiras Governvent was in crisis. At that time, Plastiras was disposed 
to resort to force to ignore a political solution. Various military per 
sonalities tried to convince smaller unit officers that they should support 


Plastiras. These officers 


were in large measure members of IDEA amd they 


refused to cooperate, following a policy decision of the organization. 


The greatest reaction and opposition to the ains and objectives of IDEA comes 
from the officer organization called RAN which, in contrast to IDEA 3 Seeks 


to locate all its officers 


in strategic central positions. The aims and 


_ objectives of RAN are described as being completely opposite to DEA, and 
General Ventiris, having heard of IDNA, is doing everything possible tc: ' 
break it up. The extensive movement of officers of IDEA due to the operations 


which are now taking place 


nas caused a certain dislecation in the organization, 


and recruitment of new members has suifered. Other difficulties, resulting in 
the recent discontinuance of a weekly periodical, Greek Outlook, are firancial, 
Another drawback has been the relative lack of initiative which some of the 
governing members have displayed and which has reduced the main objectives of 
IDEA to considerations of purely military matters. 


The most recent governing council was composed of the members named bel uw, 
Some of whom are now away from Athens on field duty or were purposely sent 
away from Athens because their presence was deened inimical to RAN: 


(a} Colonel Solon Ghikas. This officer participated in the 
governing council as chief of the Exacutive Committee 
and had extensive powers in this capacity. He is now 
serving as Greek Military Attache in Washington. (it 


is not made cle 


ar whether this was done in order to 


remove Ghikas from Athens or not, although the post, of 
Greek Lilitary Attache in Washington is considered quite 


a plum. ) 
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(6) Lt. Col. Papathanassiades. This officer was chief of 
the operations office of the First army Corps and 
now holds the same position in the Army of northern 
Greece under the command of General Giatzis. 


(c) Lt. Col. Tzanetis. Formerly of the Grcek Genoral. 

. Staff and planner of she special mountain units which 
have been created for the present Greek Army operations, 
he ig now a Divisional Chief of Staff. 


(4) Major Karagianmnis. On duty at the Greek Officers School, 
he is the only member of the govarning council who- 
is still in Athens. 


(e) Major Alevras. Formerly Chief of the Cryptographic Service 
of the Greek General Staff, he we: recently killed in 
operations.

9. On k June 19h7, the Governing Bond of IDEA i sued a List of instructions

The"responsiblettof every unit must 
prepare a periodic bulletin covering information of interest to 
IDEA. Matters of interest to IDEA are the following: 


The actions of responsible political and military per 

sonalities, the actions of IDEA members and of all other 

arny officers, regular military matters, the actions and 

movements of elements hostile to IDEA, the actions of 
foreign eneny and allied military, economic, political . : 
or diplomatic personalities, public opinion, opinions of | 

the mesibership, etc. General information will not be of 

an urgent nature. In the event that it is, it will be 
. transmitted promptly by first available means. Each 

member must become accustomed to being an informant. 


Propaganda will be of two kinds: 1. Internal, for dissemination wi °1in 
the organization, and 2. External, for non-members. General lines 11 
be laid down by the Governing Bond which will be the only section to 
issue written material. The material not classified as secret may ft: 
disseminated more broadly, but only orally. ‘When writteri material h:* 
served its purpose it will be burned. ; 


Members will look after the dissemination of each written bulletin ‘c its 
oral dissemination to all members of the organization. Members will] ose 
initiative in spreading propaganda wherever they deem proper but will not 
depart from the general policy. Written bulletins will be burned bu: 
memoranda will be kept of their destruction. Notes will be kept anc “ports 
made on attitudes expressed by army colleagues. Close contact will be main- 
tained between the respcusibles of the various units. 


6 Finance. For reasons of simplicity the coupon system (Note: samc as 
- used by KKE), or special contributions or some similar simple method 
of collection will be employed for the present. Money can be solicited 
from units so long as security is: not violated.
